this species and not;tbe North American 
that the European and onr domestic tnr- 
ley is derived. 


The limits of this article will not permit 


us todisouss this point. .However, there 
is little difference between tbe Mexico 
and North American turkey". It is most 
probable they are two varieties of the 
lama species; climate, food and other 
causes have wrought the change. In tbe 
North American turkey there is 8 per- 
manent ohestnut-brown tail and feathers 
which overlay the base of the tail, whila 
that of the Mexican is creamy or yellow- 
white in color. 
Tbe speoies which has 


been spread all over the worid is the 
Meleagris Qallopavo, and that of Central 
America is known as M. OcccUata. 


The Mexican turkey was known to tbe 


BpaniBbloonqnerors, Menoan and Span- 
ish writers, particularly Qomara, Manoz, 
Camago and Acjuillar, the latter a captive 
for eight years in Honduiae, mention 
tbe turkey. Oniedo is said tu be the first 
writer who mentions the American tur- 
key, in 1525. We have seen an earlier 
edsount in manuscripts, supposed to be 
written in 1518, by Bernal Dias del Cas- 
tilla, while accompanying Juan de Qriz- 
alra in the expedition to Central America 


Others say that the name 
was probably suggested by their red 
beads and pompous aira in derision ot 
Ihe manner in which the Turks were 
held by the people of Europe.

The 'otroduction of turkeys into Franca 
is ge'ne:«Hy accredited to Admiral de 
Chabot, but at th» marriage of Charles 
IX to Frinoees Elizabeth, of Austria, in 
1570, turkeys wersso scarce that enly ten 
could bo procured for toe nuptial feast, 
for love or money, but o pair was on 
board a small vessel from North Amer- 
ica, which landed at San Malo, and im- 
mediately dispatched to P»na in time to 
be served up with the others by tbe 
royal master cook in the kitchens of the 


Turkeys were introduced into England 


about the year 1524, and were served up 
at a creat banquet in 1555. Other writers 
say it was Wm. Strickland, lieutenant of 
Sebastian Cabot, in tbe time ot Henry 
VII 
who first brought turkeys from 


America to England. Germany has had 
turkeys from France as early as 1531), 
and twenty-five years later they were 
Known and occasionally used ion tbe ta- 
ble in almost all tbe countries of Enrope. 
"Gyllue furnished the first ecientinc 
description of the turkey, which was ap- 
proved both by Gesner and Aldovanduf, 
in their works on ornithology 
But 


most of tbe first writers, pariicolarly Be- 
lon and Aldrovandus, confounded tho 
turkey and guinea fowl under the Lame 
Meleagris. tnd others, with tbe peacock. 
The for^ar published illustrating of 
them 
Gesner, however, on tbe death of 


Gylins, in 1555, seeing tbe name bad besn 
written MOeagra, 
Gallus ycrc'jnuus, 


Paw Indicus, gave i* the name Gallopa- 
vns or Favogsllus, which he used almost 
indiscriminately. In Cooper's edition,
